The report of the American Sugar Refining Company, re­ 
cently issued, tells an interesting story. 
Reports ox a partial 
failure of the Cuban crop started the grabbing for sfcgar. There 
wasn’t enough available in prospect to supply the demand, and b\ 
July I the price of sugar in the United States was the highest 
in the world. 
The high price had its effect. At once dealers in every part 
of the world began combing out hidden supplies. 
Sugar began 
pouring ic from nearly fifty ccfuntries, including Japan. China. 
India. Straits Settlement. Java. Czechoslovakia, British East 
Africa, and even from countries where sugar was under govern­ 
ment control and rationed. Sugar that had been refined in the 
United States and sold to the British food administration was 
shipped back to take 
advantage of the 
unprecedented prices. 
Half a million tons more sugar was imported in 1920 than in 
1919. 
Dealers who had been accustomed to get their supply 
from the American Sugar Refining Company placed their orders 
there and then in a panic, lest they should run short, placed orders 
abroad amounting to about 700,000 tons. 
The high price magnet thus attracted to the United States 
coneiderabiy more sugar than there was use for. and the price 
broke. Within six months of the high record price, the United 
States saw the lowest price in the world. The fluctuations were 
twice as great as any in the past hundred years. 
It was a trying year on the big handlers of sugar.

Drawing a picture of 
the 
man 
who sold his divine possession 
for 
worldly goods, 
and 
how

was 
blinded to the sacrifice which he 
had made, Rev. Scott told 
in

ronvin ring 
rn anne r the 
selfishness

if the average man and 
woman. He said:

There was a wide difference be­ 
tween E sau and Jacob vn life and 
character. 
E sau w as profane and 
revelled in his profanity and con­ 
tinued in it to its ruinous end.

He w as mean but hated 
his meanness- Angels appeared to 
him in his visions. He had lofty a s­ 
pirations and noble ideals. He had 
faith in God. God saved him from 
sin and lifted him out of his mean­ 
ness into a life of greatness.
